Customer thwarts bank robbery

What started as a routine trip to 
the bank turned into an encounter 
Chuck Smith will not soon forget. 

In preparation for Saturday 
evening’s dinner concert event 
at Smith-Berry Winery, Smith 
stopped in at United Citizens 
Bank in New Castle to get 


change. He was at a teller’s win¬ 
dow when a young man walked 
into the bank and fell in line 
behind Smith. 

“He was waiting. It takes a little 
time to count out the money,” 
Smith said. U I thought he was 
standing a little closer than he 
should be.” 

Suddenly, the man reached over 
Smith’s shoulder and grabbed a 


stack of cash. Smith said he didn’t 
really think about what happened 
next, he just reacted. 

“I said, ‘You’re not stealing 
my money,’ and I grabbed his 
arm,” Smith said. “I wrestled 
with him and got the money out 
of his hand, then I backed him 
up against the wall and held him 
there.” 

Smith said it felt like “forever” 


between the teller hitting the 
silent alarm and the arrival of the 
police. 

When they arrived, Kentucky 
State Police arrested Corey 
Washburn, 21, of Carrollton. 

He was charged with robbery, 
first degree and subsequently 
housed at the Shelby County

Award goes to 
HCHS student 
documentary

Three Henry County High School 
Juniors won a first-place production 
award at the National Academy of 
Television Arts and Sciences for their 
work on a documentary titled, “The 
Seventh Work of Mercy.” 

“It was a great and inspiring 
story!” one judge reviewed the stu¬ 
dents’ piece. 

Student Reporters Terralynn 
Smith, Rachel Vegh and Micah 
Lineman accepted the award for 
winning their documentary at the 
National Academy of Television Arts 
and Sciences in Columbus, Ohio, 
on Aug. 2 in the Short Form Non- 
Fiction category. 

The documentary follows members 
of the Joseph of Arimathea Society 
at Trinity High School in Louisville. 
“They serve as pallbearers at buri¬ 
als of homeless or financially strug¬ 
gling Louisville residents,” explained 
Smith. “Their purpose is to help 
honor lost loved ones by celebrating 
their lives.” 

The boys participate as witnesses 
throughout each service. They also 
lend an ear to listen, gather in prayer 
and carry the casket. Each member 
attends one or two burials through¬ 
out the school year, and sometimes 
participates in summer burials. 

Smith, Vegh and Lineman part¬ 
nered throughout their media course, 
taught by Steve Galyon, and com¬ 
pleted a number of other pieces. 

During the class’s course, they 
produced two music videos, a short 
movie PSA production tag, and an 
interview skit with the boys’ bas¬ 
ketball team at Christmastime that 
included spirit-filled questions such 
as, “What does Santa feed his rein¬ 
deer? ” 

The trio heard exciting things 
about the elective from upper class- 
men prior to joining Galyon’s video 
production class, including good 
words from Vegh’s older sister. “My 
sister took the class a couple years 
before me and had a lot of fun with 
it, so it made me want to join,” said 
Vegh. 

“Mr. Galyon’s classroom is fall 
of awards that his previous students 
received for video production in 
the years since he began teaching at 
HCHS in 1996,” added Lineman. 

Little did the girls know, they 
would soon earn their own spot on 
the wall, and become the 11th group 
in the class’s history to receive a first- 
place award.

In hindsight, Smith 
said he is glad no one was 
hurt and that the situa¬ 
tion ended as well as it 
did, without knowing if 
Washburn had a weapon 
or an accomplice waiting 
outside. 

“I briefly thought well 


maybe I’ll just let him go, 
but it’s a federal offense 
and he was really robbing 
the bank, not me,” Smith 
said. “But I guess you 
don’t mess with a farm 
boy.” 

Washburn was video 
arraigned Monday. He 
pleaded not guilty, was 
assigned a public defend¬ 
er and was scheduled to 
be back in court for a 
preliminary hearing Aug. 
18 at 12:30 p.m.

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THE PATIENT TEACHES THE PASTOR 


Robert Raisor is 40 
years old and lives with 
his wife Kate and step¬ 
daughter Alexandra. 
When I visited with him 
a few weeks ago, he was 
once again a patient 
at Louisville’s Jewish 
Hospital. Over the 
course of his long illness, 
he has had his esophagus 
removed and has had 
more than 20 surger¬ 
ies. He lives on a feed¬ 
ing tube, faces constant 
battles with pain, pneu¬ 
monia and infections. To 
all this, he has now added 
congestive heart failure. 

Throughout the past 
several years, he has bat¬ 
tled to live, despite what 
living means for him and 
for Kate. By the way, his 
ordeal began just shortly 
after they married. She 
has been an angel and a 
tower of strength. She 
has boosted his spirits. 
Had she not, he would 
not have survived this 
long. She has been stal-

wart in her conversations, 
and sometimes confron¬ 
tations, with his doctors. 
She has been the guiding 
force in his treatment and 
multiple recoveries. 

When Robert is hospi¬ 
talized, his many medi¬ 
cations often serve to 
make him both less lucid 
and more lucid. On a 
recent visit with him at 
the hospital, I sat with 
Robert for an hour and 
a half, conversing for 
about an hour of that 
visit. Making conversa¬ 


tion, I asked how long 
it had been since he had 
seen his friend Randy 
Hartford. In answer¬ 
ing, Robert commented, 
cc Randy is spread too 
thin. He works too 
hard...and he worries 
too much about what he 
can’t control.” After a 
pause, he said, “Life is 
trivial. We take it too seri¬ 
ously. You live and work 
and worry and you end 
up like me.” 

Robert’s statement 
might lead one to con¬ 
clude that he is soured 
on life, even perhaps 
ready to hang it up. On 
the surface, it sounds 
like he thinks that all he 
did before becoming ill 
and disabled was worth¬ 
less. It may sound that 
way; but if you are with 
Robert and you give him 
time to reflect on what 
he has said, he fleshes it 
out for you and, perhaps, 
for himself. As our visit 
continued, he did so. 


When Robert states 
that “life is trivial,” he 
doesn’t mean that it has 
no meaning. He means 
that life is short and 
uncertain and that one’s 
life has meaning only as 
it is linked to God and 
to others. Talking about 
this, he laughed and said, 
“God may be watching 
each one of us trying 
Himself to sort out the 
meaning of life. After all, 
we were created in His 
image.” 

Together we toyed 
with Paul’s statement 
about the church being 
composed of many mem¬ 
bers, each one dependent 
upon and interdependent 
of each other. Paul’s 
contention is that none 
of us can do all that 
needs to be done. To 
do the work of life, we 
need each other (See I 
Corinthians 12:12-26). 
Robert is right. The 
meaning in life is found 
in the relationships we 


have with each other and 
with God in whose image 
we are created. 

When Robert speaks 
of life as trivial, he means 
that in taking life too 
seriously we fail to live in 
the moments we have. 
When we give ourselves 
to our work and worry 
about what we can’t get 
done, we lose the chance 
to live in the moment. 
“All we need to do,” 
Robert told me, “is to 
do what we can and let 
it be.” 

Through illness and 
the resulting disability, 
Robert has learned a 
lesson we all need to 
learn—to embrace the 
present, live it fully, and 
release what we cannot 
do or control. 

If one is wise, he need 
not have to experience 
what Robert has experi¬ 
enced to learn this lesson; 
but to learn this lesson 
one must gain the wis¬ 
dom Robert has gained. 


How do we do that? 
Well, we can learn from 
Robert. We can trust the 
word of a man who has 
had time to think and 
to ponder and who has 
done so. We can also 
learn from Jesus who 
encouraged us to take no 
thought of tomorrow, 
by which he meant that 
we are not to become 
trapped and controlled 
by tomorrow and what 
may come (See Matthew 
6:34). Such does not 
require us to forsake 
planning for tomorrow; 
but it does require us not 
to sacrifice the reality of 
today for the possibility, 
even the eventuality, of 
tomorrow. 

The best prepara¬ 
tion we can make for 
tomorrow is, at the end 
of the day, to bring our 
concerns and burdens to 
Jesus and lay them down 
at his feet (See Matthew 
11:28-30). He can carry 
them; we cannot.

So you’ve decided on 
produce for direct sales 
in your farming opera¬ 
tion? You’ve decided 
what you are going to 
grow, and you’ve taken 
care of fertility needs, 
diseases, weeds and 
insects, and you are on 
track to produce some¬ 
thing special. As noble 
and rewarding as this 
may be, in reality, pro¬ 
duction is only half the 
picture. For a produc¬ 
tion plan to work and 
be profitable, it must be 
coupled with a thought¬ 
ful marketing plan. 

Marketing is the 
topic of the August 
Third Thursday Thing, 
Thursday the 21st, 
at 10 am at the KSU 
Mills Lane Farm just 
south of Frankfort. UK 
Agriculture Economist 
Dr. Tim Woods will 
lead much of the 
workshop, which will 
include a sponsored 
lunch.

All Henry County 4th 
grade youth are going 
to have a fantastic agri¬ 
culture field trip soon. 
The field trip will be 
Thursday, Aug. 21, at 
the Robbie and Katie 
Sue Yount Farm near 
Bethlehem to see how 
the grain crop wheat is 
sown and grown in the 
field, how it is gathered 
from the field, thrashed 
to separate the wheat 
seed from the straw and 
ground into flour and 
prepared for baking into 
bread as food.

There is nothing that 
sets off a cold cut sand¬ 
wich better than the taste 
of a pickle, and with so 
many varieties, you are 
bound to find one to 
suit every palate. So it 
shouldn’t surprise you 
that pickles are a popular 
home food preservation 
item. 

To ensure safe, tasty 
home-canned pickles, 
always follow research- 
based recipes, such 
as those offered by 
Extension, that have 
been tested for prod¬ 
uct safety. Follow the 
recipe and use the proper 
amounts of the appropri¬ 
ate ingredients to yield 
the best flavor from your 
food and to prevent 
food-borne illness. 

Quick-process pick¬ 
les usually consist of 
cucumbers or other veg¬ 
etables, vinegar, spices 
and seasonings. Always 
use fresh, firm vegetables 
for pickling. Discard 
a one-sixteenth slice 
from the blossom end 
of the vegetable to help

keep the final product 
firm. Blossoms contain 
enzymes that can cause 
vegetables to soften. 
Soaking the cucumbers 
or other vegetables in salt 
water for several hours 
before covering with the 
pickling liquid will allow 
for easier packing. 

When making pickles, 
use only commercial 
vinegar that has at least 
5 percent acidity. Do 
not dilute the vinegar 
unless specified in the 
recipe, because the acid¬ 
ity is needed for a safe 
product. The addition 
of vinegar makes pick¬ 
les a high-acid food, 
which allows them to be 
safely processed using 
a boiling-water canner. 
Use canning or pickling 
salt. Table salt may make 


the pickling mixture 
cloudy. Use white sugar 
unless the recipe calls for 
brown. 

Quick-process pick¬ 
les are more flavorfal if 
allowed to sit for several 
weeks after processing. 
This allows the vegeta¬ 
bles to aromatically blend 
with the seasonings and 
spices. 

If you are new to 
home canning, a good 
place to start is with 
the Extension publica¬ 
tion FCS3-578 “Home 
Canning Basics.” More 
information on pickling 
and recipes for begin¬ 
ning, intermediate and 
advanced canners and for

set to continue to main¬ 
tain the health of their 
organization, including 
membership and fund¬ 
raising drives, accord¬ 
ing to member William 
Smith, a past president of 
the lodge. 

The New Castle lodge 
wants to avoid the fate 
that’s befallen other Odd 
Fellows chapters around 
the state. 

“We always want to 
increase membership,” 
Smith said. “We have 
20 members now. We’d 
like to have at least 50 
members to carry on the 
lodge. 

“Lodges across the 
state of Kentucky have 
gone out of busi¬ 
ness because the older 
members have died off 
and the young people 
don’t have an interest in 


becoming members.” 

If any Homecoming 
attendees express an 
interest in lodge activities 
at the picnic, members 
will give them an applica¬ 
tion to join right away 
and then follow up after¬ 
ward, Smith explained. 

Having more members 
would allow the lodge 
to spread out the work 
for projects — like main¬ 
taining a New Castle 
cemetery, giving out 
baskets for Thanksgiving 
and Christmas — among 
more people, Goodloe 
noted.

“It caused me to explore my 
faith more, to try to answer 
those questions for myself,” 
Harris said. 

So Harris started researching 
and reading and sought 
council from Father William 
Bowling. 

Instead of getting answers, 
he uncovered even more ques¬ 
tions and they became deeper 
and more introspective. 

He became conflicted about 
what he wanted out of his life. 

“I asked myself, ‘Do I really 
want to be a teacher?’” Harris 
said. “‘Do I want to be mar¬ 
ried and have a family?’” 

Harris ended that relation¬ 
ship using the old tit’s not 
you, it’s me,’ “but it really was 
me,” he added. 

That summer, Harris went 
to mass every day. 

“I didn’t really know what 
else to do,” Harris said. “I 
would go early and pray or 
sometimes just sit there.” 

The decision 

Harris noticed a small 
group of “older folks” who 
would arrive about a half-hour 
early for mass to do morning 
prayers. They saw Harris sit¬ 
ting in the back and one day 
invited him to join them and 
they became friends. 

“They took me under their 
wings,” Harris said. “They 
asked me if I was in seminary 
because it was so unusual to 
see a young man come early 
to mass and come to mass 
every day. That made me laugh 
a little because the idea was 
completely foreign to me.” 

But ongoing discussions 
with Father Bowling, who also 
happened to be the director of 
the Archdiocese of Louisville 
Vocation Office, the man who 
places men in seminary to 
become priests, led Harris to 
give it more serious consider¬ 
ation. 

After a year of thinking 
about it, Harris filled out the 
application to seminary. 

“I thought I’ll never know 
what seminary is like until I try 
it,” Harris said. “What’s the 
harm? I could always go back 
to teaching.” 


Harris was placed at a semi¬ 
nary in Washington, DC. 

“It was scary to go away, but 
I thought it would be better 
than attending a seminary clos¬ 
er to home,” Harris said. “I 
thought I would benefit from 
being on my own to do this.” 

Harris went to seminary to 
really discern if God was call¬ 
ing him to the priesthood. 

Over the course of five years, 
he has served in a number 
of ministry programs, work¬ 
ing through the roles of 
the church in service to the 
poor, teaching Sunday School 
(CCD), and doing hospital 
ministry, some of the most 
challenging work he’s exprei- 
enced, Harris said. 

“I worked at Kosair 
Children’s Hospital in emer¬ 
gencies, dealing with children’s 
injuries and death,” Harris 
said. “It’s been the most 
difficult work I’ve done. I 
spent a lot of time listening. 
Sometimes the hardest thing 
is to shut your mouth and lis¬ 
ten.” 

Harris has one more year 
of studies and service until 
he can be fully ordained as a 
priest. He is currently earning 
a master in divinity and bac¬ 
calaureate in sacred theology 
from the Catholic University 
of America. 

He will be going back to 
school soon and continu¬ 
ing his service at his parish 
in Maryland, where he plans 
to focus on establishing a 
bereavement prayer group to 
provide outreach to families 
who have lost loved ones and 
head up an effort to bring new 
Catholics to church. 


The ordination 

This past weekend Harris 
took a critical step in his jour¬ 
ney to become a priest when 
he was ordained as a transi¬ 
tional deacon. 

It was at this ceremony 
where he was handed the 
Book of the Gospel and given 
the ability to preach the word 
of God. He also committed 
to vows of obedience and celi¬ 
bacy. 

“I still feel called to do this,” 
Harris said. “It’s not just the 
next step, but the first real step 
toward being fully ordained.” 

In this position, Harris ful¬ 
fills a position of service in the 


church, performing baptisms, 
funerals and weddings without 
a full mass, graveside commit¬ 
tal services and other tasks. 
And on Saturday he delivered 
his first public homily, or ser¬ 
mon. 

“All my teaching experience 
will go into homily work,” 
Harris said. “I think of an 
eighth grade class. If you can 
entertain 30 eighth-graders, 
you can get just about any¬ 
one’s attention. Teaching is 
preaching. It’s the same thing. 
It’s teaching people,” Harris 
continued. “You use the same 
skill set, but you’re teaching 
different content. You just 
need to grab their curiosity 
and do something with it.” 

According to a former co- 
worker, Harris was an amazing 
teacher. 

“He was absolutely wonder¬ 
ful as a teacher. He was the 
most supportive, energetic 
dedicated teacher I’ve ever 
worked with,” said JoAnn 
Adams, a retired English and 
Language Arts teacher from 
HCMS who worked closely 
with Harris for several years. 
“He cared about people, he 
was truly interested and made 
it a point to learn about peo¬ 
ple. The kids always felt like he 
was there for them and his par¬ 
ish will feel that way, too.” 

Adams said Harris was will¬ 
ing and eager to help everyone 


at school with anything they 
needed. He was a wiz at com¬ 
puters, carried tools with him 
to put furniture together or 
fix the copier, and he was the 
designated cake-cutter for staff 
celebrations as his meticulous 
nature lent itself perfectly to 
creating symmetrical pieces of 
cake for all. 

Harris even helped the 
custodial staff at the middle 
school for a couple of sum¬ 
mers. 

“Why wouldn’t I,” Harris 
said. “It was kind of fun.” 

“He helped us out, even 
cleaned the bathrooms, 
and that’s a dirty job,” said 
LaVerne Sharp. “He didn’t 
even complain. He’s good as 
gold.” 

“It is both education’s 
loss and the church’s gain,” 
Adams said. “He’s wonderful 
in everything he does. He is 
caring, loving and will work 
above and beyond. He is so 
willing to do anything, and 
he’s not afraid to do the work. 
My hope is that he’ll be used 
in education.” 

From classroom to parish 

Harris sees many similarities 
between the profession he left 
and the one he is prepared to 
begin. 

“It’s about relationships, 
loving them, listening to them, 


teaching them - it’s the same 
with teaching,” Harris said 
of parishioners and students. 
“The ultimate goal is to con¬ 
nect with people.” 

And Harris connects with 
people everywhere he goes, 
creating Tamilies’ of friends, 
co-workers and peers. 

“I’ve been a part of lots of 
families - my blood family, 
church family, school family, 
seminary family and parish 
family. Each have contributed 
to my growth,” Harris said. “I 
would love to send out a word 
of thanks. I am grateful for all 
the friendships I’ve enjoyed 
over the years and acceptance 
from people who have includ¬ 
ed me like a son in whatever 
family I joined.” 

A native of Grandview, Ind., 
Harris bravely stepped outside 
his comfort zone to take the 
teaching job in Henry County 
while most of his friends were 
staying close to home, waiting 
for a job opening. 

He is often asked where 
he will be going when he 
becomes a priest. 

The honest answer is that he 
will go wherever the Church 
sends him in his new vocation. 

“I came to Henry County 
and remade myself into c Mr. 
Harris,”’ Harris said. “I’ll do it 
again and remake myself into 
‘Father Harris.’”

SUMMARY OF ORDINANCE NO. 2014-05 

SUMMARY OF AN ORDINANCE 
REGARDING THE CONTROL OF DOGS 
WITHIN THE CITY OF PLEASUREVILLE, 
KENTUCKY, AND REPEALING PRIOR 
INCONSISTENT ORDINANCES 

Be it hereby ordained by the commission of 
the city of Pleasureville, Kentucky, that an ordi¬ 
nance is adopted which provides for the control 
of dogs within the city of Pleasureville, Kentucky. 
Said ordinance provides definitions of the ordi¬ 
nance, provides for prohibition of nuisances cre¬ 
ated by dogs, provides for control of vicious dogs 
and prevents the harboring of vicious dogs. Said 
ordinance prohibits unleashed dogs in certain 
areas and prevents female dogs in heat and 
other dogs from running at large. Said ordinance 
requires clean up of dog feces and provides for 
controlling dogs not on the owners’ or controllers’ 
property. Said ordinance makes provision for 
impounding of dogs under certain circumstances. 
The forgoing ordinance makes provision for fines 
as follows: 

(09) Sec. 90.30 Penalties 

(1) Any person who violates any provision of 
this ordinance shall be subject to a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars ($100) not more than 
five hundred dollars ($500) for a first offense and 
to a fine of not less than two hundred fifty dollars 
($250) nor more than one thousand ($1,000) for 
any subsequent offense within the twelve (12) 
month period. 

(2) In addition to any other penalties here¬ 
under, any dog engaging in conduct that is in 
violation of the provision of this ordinance may 
be impounded by the animal control officer or by 
any police officer.

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Kentucky Fish and Wildlife sets dedication 
of Kentucky River WMA tract for Aug. 15 


FRANKFORT, 

Ky. - The Kentucky 
Department of Fish 
and Wildlife will mark 
the official opening 
of the Kentucky River 
Wildlife Management 
Area’s newest tract in 
Henry County with 
a dedication Friday, 
Aug. 15. 

The depart¬ 
ment completed its 
18-month-long effort 
to acquire the 926- 
acre Stephen Boone 
property on June 2 
and made it a priority 
to get the new area 
ready for use by hunt¬ 
ers and anglers in time 
for the Aug. 16 open¬ 
ing of squirrel season. 

Conservation organi¬ 
zations, sportsmen and 
sportswomen will join 
the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission, 
area state legislators 
and county officials at 
2 p.m. (Eastern time) 
to dedicate the new 
area. They will assem¬ 


ble on the shoreline 
of the area’s signature 
feature, an 8 8-acre 
oxbow lake, in full 
view of an active bald 
eagle’s nest, for the 
dedication ceremony. 

Commissioner of 
Fish and Wildlife 
Gregory Johnson 
and members of the 
Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission 
will officially open the 
area to public recre¬ 
ation and name the 
department’s newest 
lake “Benjy Kinman 
Lake,” in recognition 
of the department 
fisheries biologist who 
retired recently after 
38 years. Kinman 
served also as Fisheries 
Division director and 
deputy commissioner 
and was instrumental 
in helping the depart¬ 
ment acquire the new 
area prior to his retire¬ 
ment. 

The new area 
increases the size 


of Kentucky River 
Wildlife Management 
Area (WMA) by about 
a third, to 3,555 
acres. It includes 
more than a half-mile 
of Kentucky River 
frontage, 664 acres 
of woodlands and 
113 acres of lakes and 
ponds. 

Additional fishing 
opportunities on the 
area include a 15-acre 
man-made lake, a 6.5- 
acre pond and a 4-acre 
pond. 

“This new area pres¬ 
ents tremendous new 
public outdoor recre¬ 
ation opportunities for 
hunters, anglers and all 
persons who appreci¬ 
ate the outdoors,” said 
Johnson. “It’s nearly 
1,000 acres of woods, 
lakes and ponds, all 
within about an hour’s 
drive of Lexington, 
Louisville and 
Northern Kentucky.” 

From Frankfort, take 
U.S. 127 North to just 


past Monterey, about 
16 miles. Turn left 
onto KY 355 and con¬ 
tinue to Gratz. Turn 
left onto KY 22. Cross 
the Kentucky River 
then take a right onto 
KY 389. The location 
for the dedication cer¬ 
emony will be on the 
right after about three 
miles.

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25 years of Henry County Cross Country 
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Gregwoods

Friday morning as 
I drove to work I was 
formulating a column 
on the struggle that 
local cross country 
coaches face each year. 
They have to compete 
with so many other fall 
sports for athletes that 
it is difficult to field a 
full team. 

At some point, I 
think on the long 
straight stretch on 
highway 421 between 


Campbellsburg and 
New Castle, it dawned 
on me that it had 
been 25 years since I 
walked into athletic 
director John Roberts’ 
office and confidently 
announced that I 
would like to start a 
cross country team at 
Henry County. 

John was very sup¬ 
portive and even helped 
to recruit some of my 
first runners. Principal 
Darrell Treece was also 
supportive and even 
volunteered his oldest 
son as one of my guin¬ 
ea pigs that first year. 

We had just enough 
runners to have a boys’ 
team that first year. 
When those guys look 
at team pictures, I’m 
sure they cringe at the 
first uniforms, which 
were ... uh... very inex¬ 
pensive and very short. 

I went to the Henry 
County Fairgrounds 
and tried to lay out a 
course there but with 


so many buildings and 
other obstacles it just 
didn’t work out. We 
finally settled on Harry 
Hill Park as a place 
to train and I laid out 
a one-mile loop that 
stayed pretty much the 
same with a few altera¬ 
tions for the next 24 
years. 

This year Coach 
Ricky Drawbaugh has 
laid out a new 3-mile 
course at the Henry 
County Recreation and 
Services Park (we really 
have to come up with 
a better name for that 
place) and for the first 
time the team has a 
place to run where they 
don’t have to repeat 
that same one-mile 
loop time after time 
after time. 

I really appreciate 
cross country runners. 
They have a different 
mentality than other 
athletes. 

First of all, they 
don’t run for anybody 


else except themselves 
and their teammates. 
They do it because 
it is a way to express 
themselves athletically 
without a ball or bat 
or racket or club. It 
doesn’t take hand-eye 
coordination or great 
jumping skills or super¬ 
human strength. 

What it does take is 
a willingness to work 
hard and suffer. Even 
the most avid runner 
has days when they 
really don’t want to 
go out and put in the 
miles but they do it 
anyway in an effort to 
make themselves better. 

I love the spirit of 
cross country compe¬ 
titions. Hundreds of 
runners line up at the 
big invitational meets 
and put everything they 
have into the race to 
beat their opponents. 
When it’s over and they 
have recovered from 
the effort, they shake 
hands and laugh and 


talk with their oppo¬ 
nents because they all 
understand the struggle 
that is distance run¬ 
ning. 

More than any other 
high school sport, you 
see a variety of kids 
out there doing it for 
various reasons. Some 
want to compete like 
other athletes. Some 
just want to belong to 
something. Others do 
it because it is healthy. 
Some even do it for the 
individual aspect of the 
sport, but quickly find 
themselves pulled into 
the team spirit by the 
other runners out their 
sharing in the misery. 

I have coached out¬ 
standing athletes who 
were naturals the first 
time they stepped onto 
the course and I have 
coached others who 
would never be defined 
as an athlete except 
that they got out there 
and put in the grinding 
miles and made them¬ 


selves athletes. 

I have coached 
people who came out 
because they under¬ 
stood that their health 
was not good and they 
needed to do some¬ 
thing to change it. 
Those people almost 
never made it into a 
varsity race but it didn’t 
matter. The first time 
they were able to com¬ 
plete a 3-mile JV race 
was like winning the 
state championship for 
them. 

I am a sports enthusi¬ 
ast who has played and 
coached many different 
sports. I grew up here 
in Hoops Land and so 
my first love was always 
basketball. I was intro¬ 
duced to cross country 
and soccer in college. I 
rejected cross country 
at the time but became 
a soccer fanatic. 

But it is telling that 
the last thing that I
